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OLD BOARD RE-ELECTED 


“LUCKY" IS DEAD 


Was Owner of Santa Anita and a 
Famous Character of 
Pioneer Pays. 


The death of Elias Jackson 
(“Lucky”) Baldwin which occurred 
Monday morning at Santa Anita 
ranch house, removed one of the few 
remaining pioneers of the golden west. 
According to his own statement he 
was 81 years of age, but others of his 
family believe him to have been sev¬ 
eral years older. The marvellous te¬ 
nacity with which he held to life for 
several months past was a marvel to 
physicians as well as to others who 
had predicted an early death for him 
for several years past. 

Baldwin made the overland trip to 
California in 1850 with the gold seek¬ 
ers’ rush, coming from Racine, Wis., 
whence he had removed from his na¬ 
tive state, Ohio. He landed in North¬ 
ern California and made considerable 
money at mercantile ventures. But 
he was not getting rich fast enough 
so he went to Virginia City at the 
height of excitement over the Corn- 
stock Lode. 

His First Millions 

It was at Virginia Ci(y where Bald¬ 
win made his biggest “lucky strike” 
in the stock of the Ophir mine, in 
which he is said tp have cleaned up 
something like $20,000,000. He always 
declared the title “Lucky” a misnomer 
because he attributed his financial 
success to foresight and hard work. 
He said he never entered into a dt^il 
of which he could not see the end. 
But when he went into a thing he 
was willing to stake his last dollar 
on it. 

It was in the north that Baldwin 
first won financial independence, but 
it was in the south that he gained his 
greatest fame. He was one of the 
first men to arouse interest In South¬ 
ern California through his hpvestments 
in enormous land holdings. 

Buys Southern Empire 
With the proceeds of his winnings 
in the gyld fields Baldwin came south 
to what was then commonly regarded 
as desert country. He purchased 
about 60,000 acres of San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley land at prices said to average $2 
an acre. This land included the fam¬ 
ous Santa Anita ranch of which the 
Sierra Madre tract, later purchased 
from Baldwin by the late N. C. Carter, 
was a pftrt. Baldwin also purchased 
much property in the then sleepy town 
of Los Angeles. 

His Santa Anita ranch Baldwin 
transformed into one of the famous 
beauty spots of Southern California. 
He developed water in the two Santa 
Anita canyons, and sunk many arte¬ 
sian wells in the valley. The gardens 
about the old adobe ranch house were 
more famous in their day than are the 
Busch gardens of Pasadena today. 

Begins Turf Career 
It was at Santa Anita that Baldwin 
had the stables avhlch produced some 
of the most famour horses of the 
American turf. He held the distinc¬ 
tion of being the only man to wip four 
American Derbys. R.ey, El Santa 
A.nlta was the last of his derby win¬ 
ners. 

In 1907 Baldwin, in company with 


Barney Schreiber and George Rose, 
undertook the development of Santa 
Anita race course at Arcadia where 
Baldwin had long dreamed of estab¬ 
lishing a sort of western Monte Carlo. 
The closing of Ascot Bark south of 
Los Angeles gave him the desired 
opening and the Santa Anita race 
course has already become one of the 
most prominent in the entire country, 
holding several world’s records. It is 
a dream spot for the racing fraternity. 
Dreams Realized and Shattered 
But the racing establishment which 
he had hoped to leave as a monument 
seems destined to last but little longer 
than its founder. For while Baldwin 
did not live to see the death of racing 
at Santa Anita park he heard its 
death knell in the passage of the anti¬ 
race track gambling bill. That the end 
of the racing game and Baldwin’s 
death should come so close together 
Is one of the most dramatic things of 
i remarkably dramatic life. 

Sierra Madre Antagonized 
For many years Baldwin held a feel¬ 
ing of animosity toward Sierra Madre 
and its people. The trouble arose 
over the development of water in the 
Little Santa Anita canyon. Baldwin 
was asked to assist in developing 
more water by boring tunnels, but de- 
cli.. d, declaring he had all the water 
he wanted. Later, however, he chang¬ 
ed his mind and tried to compel the 
Sierra Madre Water company to share 
the water thus secured. 

The fight was carried through a long 
■struggle in the courts, Baldwin finally 
losing. After that nothing emanating 
from Sierra Madre looked good to 
Baldwin, and he always took the op¬ 
posite side of any question which con¬ 
cerned the foothill folk and the valley. 

Many Other Ventures 

Hotels, theaters and large tracts of 
land further north were the objects 
of Baldwin's attention at various times, 
his San Francisco holdings being very 
'arge few years ago. Regarding the 
disposition of the estate and the terms 
of Baldwin’s will which was filed Wed¬ 
nesday for probate, the Los Angeles 
Herald says: 

With the exception of H. A. Unruli, 
who for many years has acted as man¬ 
ager for the Baldwin properties, none 
but near relatives of E. J. (“Lucky”) 
Baldwin are named as heirs in his will, 
filed in the superior court yesterday. 
The estate left by the dead millionaire 
is valued at $25,000,000. The widow, 
three daughters, a niece, a nephew and 
a granddaughter are the beneficiaries. 
Mrs. Baldwin, who is living in San 
Francisco and who has been separated 
from her husband several years, re¬ 
ceives a one-third interest in what is 
known as the “Baldwin Annex” prop¬ 
erty, located on Market and Powell 
streets, San Francisco, and valued in 
all at about $500,000. Thus the wid¬ 
ow’s share in the rich estate is about 
$166,000. 

Daughters Largest Beneficiaries 

The principal beneficiaries are Mrs. 
iClara Baldwin Stocker and Mrs, Anita 
Baldwin McClaughrey, daughters of 
•B>e deceased, each of whom receives 
jnroperty valued at approximately 
$12,000,000. They are named as residu- 
jary legatees and will receive the pro¬ 
ceeds. of the sales of property not oth- 
jerwise disposed of. The two daught- 
jers are also directed to preserve Intact 
<the Baldwin home at Santa Anita 
irancho, maintaining it in the best style 
and bequeathing it to their heirs as

No Contest Expected 

It is not believed by Mr. Unruh, who 
Is named in the will as executor and 
who was appointed special administra¬ 
tor by Judge Rives yesterday, that 
there will be any contest. In fact Mr. 
Baldwin took precautionary measures 
to prevent such a possibility by caus¬ 
ing to be inserted a clause providing 
that any person named in the will or 
any person who may possibly benefit 
by his death who shall begin a contest 
over the estate shall be cut off entire¬ 
ly- 

The will w r as drawn by Bradner W. 
Lee, who for many years has acted as 
Mr. Baldwin’s attorney. His statutory 
fees in the estate will be one-half of 
1 per cent, or $125,000, and Mr. Un- 
ruh r s fees as executor will be a like 
amount.. 


MAKES MUCH WORK 


Preparation of Gas Ordinances 
Keeps the City At¬ 
torney Busy. 


Pursuant to the mandate of the vot¬ 
ers at the special gas bond election, 
City Attorney Madden Is preparing the 
ordinance ordering the sale of the 
$30,000 in bonds. The ordinance will 
be presented at the regular meeting 
of the city trustees next week, and 
passed at the following meeting. For 
the present the result of the election 
has made the city attorney about the 
busiest man in town, and a lot of work 
is in store in connection with the city 
clerk’s office a little later. Affairs 
should be in shape for letting the con¬ 
tract in about six weeks. 

Last evening the city trustees met 
and canvassed the result of the electon, 
finding everything as already reported. 
For once not a ballot was thrown out 
on account of improper marking, 
though it is likely two ballots were 
not maiked in exact accordance with 
the voters’ intentions. One voted af¬ 
firmatively on the plant and negative¬ 
ly on the purchase of land. Another 
voted for the purchase of land for the 
plant but did not vote on the plant. 

At any rate there was a good, safe 
margin on the right side of both prop¬ 
ositions. With but forty-two negative 
votes, only eighty-four affirmative 
votes were necessary to carry the 
■bonds. The difference between this 
and the 116 votes cast leaves a mar¬ 
gin of thirty-two votes. 

Of nearly 200 registered voters in 
this city, only about 166 were avail¬ 
able at the time of the election, the 
rest being absent from the city or oth¬ 
erwise prevented from voting. To have 
158 votes cast out of this number of 
possible voters is a mighty good 
showing. The 116 votes cast for the 
bonds represent a clear two-thirds of 
the possible vote at the time of the 
election. So that in any analysis the 
vote shows unmistakably what the 
voters thought of the proposition.
